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PRINCE ALFRED AND THE GREEKS 


IN arecent book of travels in Greece, written by an accom- 
plished lady of European literary fame, there is mention made 
of a visit paid by Prince Alfred of England to Athens in the 
latter part of the year 1859. The fact of the Prince's arrival 
is stated in poetic terms ; for it is said that, whereas there had 
been a prevalence of rain and storms, the presence of the young 
scion of the Royal house of England had shed sunshine 
over the classic city in which he was a visitor, In more 
sober language, it is told that everywhere the Prince 
was received with marked attention and all outward 
manifestations of popularity ; and there is drawn a scene at 
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a ball in the palace. of King Otho in which his Royal 
Highness is the observed of all observers, as he led the first 
dance with Queen Amalia, These incidents, which at the time 
were of an ordinary character, and part and parcel of that hos- 
pitality which kings and peoples bestow on foreign princes who 
come as guests into any land, have now acquired a singular 
significance. When, with a curious facility, the throne of 
Greece was made vacant and the question of candidature became 
a necessity, some natural curiosity was excited as to the causes 
which created Prince Alfred, full-grown and all-pervading, as 
the choice of the Greek people, and rendered his name the one 
cry to the exclusion of all other more or less eligibilities for the 
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somewhat thorny and barren inheritance from which King 
Otho had been ousted. In the circumstances above narrated 
we think we see the germ of the present national demonstration 
in favour of the Prince whom the Greeks desire to rule 
over them. There is internal evidence that for more than three 
years the revolution which was effected so easily—we had 
almost said so neatly—was something more than an embryo ; 
and it is not drawing too heavily on belief to come to the con- 
clusion that soon after Prince Alfred landed from the ship of 
war in which he was undergoing the salutary discipline which 
few sons of sovereigns are fortunate enough to have allotted to 
them, and where he had the opportunity of at once dignifying 
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the gallant profession, 20 peculiarly English, to which he 
belonged, and adding the real dignity of personal character 
to his hereditary honours, he was metaphysically placed 
at its head. Many a well-intentioned and well-designed 
national change has failed from a want similar to that which 
prevented Archimedes from lifting the world—namely, a 
point on which to fix a lever, It is not by any means, there- 
fore, an impossibility that those men, proved* by their recent 
acts to be wise in their political generation, who -con- 
sidered and arranged the pian for delivering their country from 
an incapable if not a mischievous Government, did not fail to 
see that one of the first things to be settled was to ensure a 
standpoint for their lever. It is, we think, obvious that, 
looking to the peculiar constitution of the Greek kingdom, 
founded as it was on the principle of a limited and constitu- 
tional monarchy, guaranteed by three of the greatest Powers of 
Europe, that to give certainty and security to a revolution 
based on the failure of one King it was a necessity of the case 
that the Greeks should show in the most unmistakable manner 
the kind of Monarch whom they deemed fit to succeed to the 
throne, and capable of answering all the requirements for the 
acquisition of which they dared the possible perils of the over- 
throw and extradition not only of a Government but of a 
dynasty. It is more than probable that in secking out such a 
eandidate the agents of the scheme which has lately come to 
fruition saw how valuable from this point of view would be a 


declaration in favour of the son of the most constitutional , 


Sovereign in the world; one of a family which is justly held 


up as a model of educational and social training; and a. 
young gentleman—we use the term in the sense in which it | 


is applied to to midshipmen in our Navy—whose professional 
antecedents would render him peculiarly acceptable to a nation 
80 maritime in its tastes and pursuits as the modern Greeks, 
However all this may be, two things seem to be certain, Inthe 
first place, Prince Alfred will be elected King by something 
very like a unanimous vote of real universal suffrage—not a 
universal suffrage in the exercise of which authoritative officials 
issue a prescribed form of voting, from which, by some means 
or other, the word “No” is altogether excluded, Secondly, it 
appears that there is not the least chance of the acceptance of 
the Crown by a Prince of the blood Royal of England. Al! 


that can be done in this country is to receive such a national | 


demonstration, not merely as a compliment to the reigning 
family, but as an earnest exhibition by the Greeks of a deter- 
mination to remodel their Government upon a purely Consti- 
tutional plan. In this respect Greece demands, and will 
gain, the warmest sympathy and every legitimate assistance and 
moral countenance from England ; and that this counts for not 
a little is proved by the eager jealousy of English influence 
which has been developed in the other great Powers who were 
constituted joint guardians with this country of the fortunes of 
Greece. The policy of declining the nomination of Prince 
Alfred, which few thinking persons amongst us in the least 
gainsay, is not necessarily founded on the abstract theory of 
the faith of treaties. It is more than probable that, if circam- 
stances were favourable to the pretensions of any candidate 
whom either France or Russia were willing to suppert, we might 
hear something of the treaty of London, but it would be no 
actual obstacle to any settled purpose of either of those 
Powers. Nevertheless, it a duty of this country to hold by it, 
although it may not be the main cause of our proceedings in 
reference to Prince Alfred’s candidature. 

It is not too much to suppose that the people of England 
would be unwilling to see one of her Royal Princes segregated 
wholly from his country ; for, in order to the security of his 
throne and the happy fulfilment of the mission which is 
attached, the future King of Greece must be as Greek as the 
Greeks themselves, He must be a Sovereign in whose person 
all French, English, and Russian interests must be completely 
neutralised, and he must have no special sympathies which 
could be swayed by those intrigues for the preponderance of 
foreign interests which have so long been the curse of Greck 
nationality, and of which it is to be feared even the strong 
remedy of revolution will not have purged the land. Under 
any circumstances the new ruler of Greece will have an 
onerous task before him in the reformation of a realm 
in which the administration is faulty and insufficient, 
and where brigandage is an institution too powerful to 
be assailed by the arm of lawful power. 
to obtain from the hands of some political Frankenstein a 


perfection which the fabled creature of Mr, Shelley's story 
did not, he would enter on a career of difficulties and embar- 
rassments, But in the case of our young Prince, he would take 
with him a dowry of peculiar embarrassments ; and in placing 


on his head the golden rim of majesty he would find it ere | 


long converted into a crown of very special thorns. 

Some of those who treat of this subject with a tinge of anti- 
Hellenic fecling have brought to recollection that when Otho 
entered on his reign the enthusiasm of his subjects in his 
favour was as loudly an< universally demonstrated as that 
which now prevails for Prince Alfred; and it is insinuated 
that there is a certain instability in the Greek character 
which might be elicited at some future period by a movement 
for the displacement from the throne of him who is so 
imperatively called to its occupation. Without subscribing to 
this somewhat satirical opinion, it may, at least, be admitted 
that even Prince Alfred might fail in fulfilling all the require- 
ments of the Greeks, and that there might be a reaction some 
day against him. On the very threshold of his career would 
lurk a difficulty which we think would be calculated to tarn 
the tide of popularity which his name now excites, There can 

-be little doubt that there is a sabthought in the minds of the 
Greeks that the election of the English Prince would result 
im the cession of tho Ionian Islands by England and 


their annexation 
these days of cavil against the outlying dependencies 
of this country, it is not likely that England would yield this 
standpoint in the Mediterranean; and thus, in the very 
moment of inauguration of an English Prince, would arise a dis- 
appointment—coming from England. It would be easy to adduce 
other instances of the perplexities which would arise from a 
gratification of the expressed wishes of the Grecks with regard 
to their vacantthrone, The complications between this country 
and France and Russia count for something; but there are, 
perhaps less obvious but more stringent, reasons why it would 
be impolitic to identify Greek and English interests. England 
can serve Greece far better than by supplying her with a King; 
and, for the sake of both countries, the determination not to 
accept the tender of the Crown about to be made to Prince 
' Alfred, which it is fully undefstood has been arrived at, will be 

deemed prudent and wise by the people of this country now, 

and, we venture to predict, by the Greeks themselves hereafter. 
| So far as the three protecting Powers of Greece are concerned, 

it is stated that the question of the Greek monarchy has been 

settled by the seleetion of Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg, King 

Consort of the late Queen of Portugal, and father of the present 

King. In many respects King Ferdinand (he still bears the 

regal title, just as the widows of our Kings continue to be 

Queens), may be considered as eligible, apart from the 

important point that he is the result of agreement between 

England, France, and Russia, He comes of a family which 

seems to have allotted to it the duty of always having in train- 

ing eligible candidates for Royal or princely advancement ; and 

which, in this sense, has been founded by one of the most expe- 

rienced and sagacious diplomatists in the world ; who, himself 
: the elected Monarch of one of the lesser kingdoms, is believed 
to exercise a remarkable influence on the Governments of all the 
other nations of Europe. It is by no means impossible that 
the suggestion of King Ferdinand has come from him, In the 
next place, as King Consort of Portugal, Ferdinand conducted 
himself with discretion and good sense, and he was, in his way, 
an assistant in the preservation and administration of a modi- 
fied form of constitutional monarchy. With the teachings of 
a life now tending beyond middle age, he may be supposed to 
have learnt that moderation, patience, and tact which are 
essential to a ruler of Greece at this juncture. In some degree 
he answers to those qualifications which the Greeks typify in 
their desire for an English Sovereign ; and his relationship with 
the Royal Family of England may count for something in his 
favour with those who are now voting for Prince Alfred. As 
yet no candidate has been named with better pretensions ; and, 
unless the Greeks intend to elect one of themselves, if they

The Reiechrath, it appears, will be prorogued on the 29th, aad will 
meet again next May. e provincial Diets will sit three months, from 
January to March. The new law upon the press will be sanctioned 
immediately after the prorogation. It seems that an amnesty for 
political offences, including those of the press, throughout the whole oi 
the empire will be proclaimed on the Empress’s birthday, 

It is stated that the 4 77 intends to t a Constitution to 
Venetia. There is to be a Diet, consisting o fifty members, chosen 
by direct election ; and an Executive, consisting of thirteen mombers, 
nine of whom will be chosen by the Diet and four by the Government. 

PRUSSIA.

RUSSIA.

The Official Gazette of Wednesday publishes the regulations of the 
over! commerce between China and Russia, based upon the treaty 
concluded between the Russian and Chinese Governments in February 
last. According to these tions all trade carried on within fifty 
versts (about thirty-three miles) on either side of the frontior is free 
of duty. Russian merchandise is po to enter Tien-Tsin at a 
third of the general tariff fixed for European goods. 

GREECE. 

Tho Provisional Government has ordered that the new King shall 
be chosen b universal suffrage. The vote is now going on, and it is 
said that the election of Prince Alfred is certain, The election of 
representatives to the Chambers has terminated. 

England, France, and Russia have, according to an authoritative 
announcement in the Morning Post, come to an understandi 
respecting the succession to the Greek throne. Prince Alfred wi 
not be permitted to accept the crown which the Greeks will no doubt 
tender to him; and the Duke of Leuchtenberg will be formally 
admitted to be a member of the Russian reigning family, and con- 
sequently excluded from election. The three Powers have farther 
agreed to recommend that the Greeks shall choose for their future 
Sovereign King Ferdinand, the reigning King of Portugal’s father, 
who was Regent of Portugal during the period of nearly two years 
which elapsed between the death of Queen Donna Maria da Gloria 
and the majority of King Pedro V.

WAR NEWS. 

General Burnside has not yet proceeded to the bombardment of 
Fredericksburg. His head-quarters are near Acquia Creek, on the 
Potomac. President Lincoln had visited the latter at Belle Plaine and 
mace a personal investigation into the condition of the army. The 
railroad is completed from Acquia Creek to the head-quarters of the 
Federal army. 

President Davis has ordered the Confederate General commandi 
the Mississippi department to demand the surrender of the Feder 
General M‘Niel for murdering ten Confederate citizens of Missouri. 
If this is refused, and the charges are ed to be true, the Confederate 
General is instructed to exeoute the first ten Federal officers that are

Confederates have erected extensive fortifications at Port 
Hudson, on the Mississippi, 150 miles from New Orleans, commanding 
the entrance to the river. 

The negro regiment in South Carolina has again been under fire. A 
correspondent thus describes their behaviour :— 

Three companies left Beaufort in two steamers, going to Doboy Sound, 
Georgia, and remaining there a week, returning with 200,000/t. of the best 
Georgia pine lumber, sawed and ready for use. This was taken from Hawkins’s, 
Todds’, and Blue’s mills. on the nalslont, directiy in face of the rebels, who 
gave the black soldiers an opportunity to test their pluck on shore, as they had 
previously on a tug-boat, where they fought with the advantage of a partial 
barricade. While most of the negroes were engaged in loading the steamers 
with lumber, the company of Captain Janes advanced on a reconnaissance, 
and were opened upon with musketry by the rebels from a position in ambush. 
The negroes deliberately returned the fire, and, drawn up in line of battle, 
kept up a fusillade, maintaining their ground until, by the aid of the guns of 
the steamers and those of their convoy, the gun-boat Madgie, the enemy were 
dislodged. Three of the coloured soldiers were wounded, one so scriously that 
his arm must be amputated, The officers of these men express the greatest 
confidence in their fighting qualities,

The advance of General Grant in Mississippi has released about 
200,000 bales of cotton.

The New York Tribune asserts that it is rted on high authority 
from Washington that the British Admiral ¢ is in pursuit of the 
Confederate steamer Alabama. 

The Boston newspaper proprietors have raised the price of their 
journals 50 per cent, in consequence of the rise in the price of ever: 
article that enters into the composition of a newspaper. The New Yor! 
Times predicts that the New York press will have to do the same, 
as they are now giving to the public for two cents what costs them 
four or five to produce. 

Mr. Mason Jones has again delivered his oration on Curran before a 
New York audience. On this occasion the native 4 merican element 
preponderated in the composition of the audience. COurran’s fine piece 
of declamation concerning universal emancipation was received with 
lond applause, unmingled with any << of disapprobation.

BROMINE.—To recognise its presence M. Fresenius states that. 
he prefers the employment of the sulphide of carbon to that of ether or chlv- 
rofcrm ; but it is necessary to drive off previously the excess of chlorine and 
make use of sulphide of carbon free from sulphurous and sulphuric acids. 
Thos operating, he says that we can easily recognise the presence of a 30,000th 
of bromine, which we cannot do with ether or chloroform. If the solution 
contain any iodide the iodine should be eliminated by a little hypo-nitric acid 
aud sulphide of carbon before adding chlorine. 


“Tur CONDUCTION OF HEAT in Bars and the Conducting 
Power of Wrought Iron” is the subject of an elaborate paper, by Principal! 
J. D. Forbes, of St. Andrew's, in the new part of the Transactions of the Roya! 
Society of Edinburgh. n the early part he refers to his conclusion “ that the 
arrangement of the conductors of heat does not differ more from that of con- 
ductors of electricity than either arrangement does alone under the hands of 
different observers.” At the close he says, in reference to the experiment« 
described, “the diminiching conducting power of iron with increased tem- 
perature harmonises with similar facts in electricity, thus aiding a frees’: 
analogy to the conclusion given above. According to the recent experiment 
of Arndtsen, the resistance to the transmission of electricity through iron i 
increased nearly one half by a rise of temperature of 100 deg. contigrale.” 


GLACIAL SURFACE-MARKINGS (OR IcE-GROOVES) on the sand- 
stone near Liverpool are described by Mr. G. H. Morton in the Journal of th 
Geological Society, ‘They occur near Toxteth Park, and in Boundary-lane, an 
the New-road, Kirkdale.

EXISTENCE OF ACARI IN Mica.—Sir David Brewster, in the 
Transactions of the Royal Society of Edinburgh, states that, when searching for 
crystals of titanium between films of mica, he was surprised to observe som 
thing resembling the remains of insects. Upon submisting the specimen 
which contained them to a more careful examination he found, in diff:ren. 
parts of it, five completely-formed acari, all of which were much smaller than 
those found in cheese, brown sugar, and damp bran, specimens of which he 
obtained for the purpose of comparison, The plate of mica was exhibited by 
Sir David at a meeting of the society, and a plate is given in the Traas wtion: 
copied from drawings made by the Hon. Mrs. Ward. The films of mica 
between which the acari lie were in optical contact—that is, no light wa 
reflected from their contiguous surfaces; but this does not prove that th 
surfaces had never been separated. That these acari were introluced fron 
without cannot be a matter of doubt ; but in what manner, and in what stazv- 
of their existence, Sir David says that he does not presume to conjecture. 


To DistrnevisH WOOLLEN AND SILKEN Tissues, M. Perso». 
pees the following process :—Chiloride of zinc in water saturated to 60 dex. 

with oxyde of zinc dissolves refined silk quite as well as the solution of th 
oxide of ammonia:al eopper dissolves the pure cellulose of cotton, flax, hemp. 
&c. The dissolution of silk may be effected cold, but takes place more rapidiy 
when hot ; but it is not necessary to raise the temperature to the boiling poin:. 
By this means we may try mixtures of silk and wool, and even silk, woo!, 
cotton, &c. We act first with the chloride of zinc, which dissolves the silk and 
leaves intact the wool and vegetable fibres. We treat these with a watery 
solntion of caustic soda or potash (strength between five and ten per cent), 
which dissolves the wool and leaves only the cellulose. This last, when 
washed, represents the vegetable fibres of the tissue. These may be tested by 
dissolution in the oxide of ammoniacal copper. 


MICROSCOPICAL VERTEBRATE JAW.—In our Number for 
Oct. 25 last, p. 451, we noticed Dr. G. Wallich's discovery of a vertebrate jaw, 
abont the hundredth part of an inch in length, in the sea mud at St. Helena. 
This naturally excited the astonishment of experienced naturalists ; ani we 
now learn, by a letter from Dr. Wallich, in the last number of the Annais o/ 
Natural History, that Mr. G. Busk has snggested that the supposd j 
might be a pedicelleria, or footlike appendage or claw of a member of the genus 
Echinus, and that Dr. Wallich is v mach inclined to coincide in Mr. 
Busk's opinion. In the same number is a letter on the same subject by Mr. 
C. L. Bate, who gives drawings, comparing the supposed jaw with the legs o! 

ens of the genus Phrosina, which is very abundant in the tropical and 
sub-tropical Atlantic Ocean. All naturalists must agree in Dr. Wallich’s 
remark, that the “ occurrence of pseudo-morphs in the organic world shonid 
put us on our guard against hasty i founded on semblaneess of 
figure alone.”

issue a prescribed form of voting, from which, by some means 
or other, the word “No” is altogether excluded, Secondly, it 
appears that there is not the least chance of the acceptance of 
the Crown by a Prince of the blood Royal of England. Al! 
that can be done in this country is to receive such a national 
demonstration, not merely as a compliment to the reigning 
family, but as an earnest exhibition by the Greeks of a deter- 
mination to remodel their Government upon a purely Consti- 
tutional plan. In this respect Greece demands, and will 
gain, the warmest sympathy and every legitimate assistance and 
moral countenance from England ; and that this counts for not 
a little is proved by the eager jealousy of English influence 
which has been developed in the other great Powers who were 
constituted joint guardians with this country of the fortunes of 
Greece, The policy of declining the nomination of Prince 
Alfred, which few thinking persons amongst us in the least 
gainsay, is not necessarily founded on the abstract theory of 
the faith of treaties. It is more than probable that, if circam- 
stances were favourable to the pretensions of any candidate 
whom either France or Russia were willing to suppert, we might 
hear something of the treaty of London, but it would be no 
actual obstacle to any settled purpose of either of those 
Powers. Nevertheless, it a duty of this country to hold by it, 
although it may not be the main cause of our proceedings in 
reference to Prince Alfred’s candidature. 

It is not too much to suppose that the people of England 
would be unwilling to see one of her Royal Princes segregated 
wholly from his country ; for, in order to the security of his 
throne and the happy fulfilment of the mission which is 
attached, the future King of Greece must be as Greek as the 
Greeks themselves, He must be a Sovereign in whose person 
all French, English, and Russian interests must be completely 
neutralised, and he must have no special sympathies which 
could be swayed by those intrigues for the preponderance of 
foreign interests which have so long been the curse of Greek 
nationality, and of which it is to be feared even the strong 
remedy of revolution will not have purged the land. Under 
any circumstances the new ruler of Greece will have an 
onerous task before him in the reformation of a realm 
in which the administration is faulty and isufficient, 
and where brigandage is an institution too powerful to 
be assailed by the arm of lawful power. If it were possible 
to obtain from the hands of some political Frankenstein a 
King so modelled that he might have no relation or connection 
with any nation in Europe, and if he attained in his way to the 
perfection which the fabled creature of Mr, Shelley's story 
did not, he would enter on a career of difficulties and embar- 
rassments, But in the case of our young Prince, he would take 
with him a dowry of peculiar embarrassments ; and in placing 


on his head the golden rim of majesty he would find it ere | 


long converted into a crown of very special thorns. 

Some of those who treat of this subject with a tinge of anti- 
Hellenic feeling have brought to recollection that when Otho 
entered on his reign the enthusiasm of his subjects ii his 
favour was as loudly and universally demonstrated as that 
which now prevails for Prince Alfred; and it is insinuated 
that there is a certain instability in the Greek character 
which might be elicited at some future period by a movement 
for the displacement from the throne of him who is so 
imperatively called to its occupation. Without subscribing to 
this somewhat satirical opinion, it may, at least, be admitted 
that even Prince Alfred might fail in falfilling all the require- 
ments of the Greeks, and that there might be a reaction some 
day against him. On the very threshold of his career would 
lurk a difficulty which we think would be calculated to turn 
the tide of popularity which his name now excites, There can 

-be little doubt that there is a subthonght in the minds of the 
Greeks that the election of the English Prince would result 
im the cession of tho Ionian Ielande by England and 


It is, we think, obvious that, , 


their annexation to the kingdom of Greece. 
these days of cavil against the outlying dependencies 
of this country, it is not likely that England would yield this 
standpoint in the Mediterranean; and thus, in the very 
moment of inauguration of an English Prince, would arise a dis- 
appointment—coming from England. It would be casy to adduce 
other instances of the perplexities which would arise from a 
gratification of the expressed wishes of the Grecks with regard 
to their vacantthrone, The complications between this country 
and France and Russia count for something; but there are, 
perhaps less obvious but more stringent, reasons why it would 





| be impolitic to identify Greek and English interests. England 


can serve Greece far better than by supplying her with a King; 
and, for the sake of both countries, the determination not to 
accept the tender of the Crown about to be made to Prince 
Alfred, which it is fully undefstood has been arrived at, will be 
deemed prudent and wise by the people of this country now, 
and, we venture to predict, by the Greeks themselves hereafter, 

So far as the three protecting Powers of Greece are concerned, 
it is stated that the question of the Greek monarchy has been 
settled by the seleetion of Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg, King 
Consort of the late Queen of Portugal, and father of the present 
King. In many respects King Ferdinand (he still bears the 
regal title, just as the widows of our Kings continue to be 
Queens), may be considered as eligible, apart from the 
important point that he is the result of agreement between 
England, France, and Russia, He comes of a family which 
seems to have allotted to it the duty of always having in train- 
ing eligible candidates for Royal or princely advancement ; and 
which, in this sense, has been founded by one of the most expe- 
rienced and sagacious diplomatists in the world ; who, himself 
the elected Monarch of one of the lesser kingdoms, is believed 
to exercise a remarkable influence on the Governments of all the 
other nations of Europe. It is by no means impossible that 
the suggestion of King Ferdinand has come from him, In the 
next place, as King Consort of Portugal, Ferdinand conducted 
himself with discretion and good sense, and he was, in his way, 
| an assistant in the preservation and administration of a modi- 
fied form of constitutional monarchy. With the teachings of 
a life now tending beyond middle age, he may be supposed to 
have learnt that moderation, patience, and tact which are 
essential to a ruler of Greece at this juncture. In some degree 
he answers to those qualifications which the Greeks typify in 
their desire for an English Sovereign ; and his relationship with 
the Royal Family of England may count for something in his 
favour with those who are now voting for Prince Alfred. As 
yet no catilidate has been named with better pretensions ; and, 
unless the Greeks intend to elect one of themselves, if they 
persist in calling for a King from amongst the Royal families 
of Europe, they perhaps might go farther and fare worse if 
they reject Ferdinand of Portugal.

BROMINE.—To recognise its presence M. Fresenius states that. 
he prefers the employment of the sulphide of carbon to that of ether or chlo- 
reform ; but it is necessary to drive off previously the excess of chlorine and 
make use of sulphide of carbon free from sulphurous and sulpharic acids. 
Thus operating, he says that we can easily recognise the presence of a 30,000th 
of bromine, which we cannot do with ether or chloroform. If the solution 
contain any iodide the iodine should be eliminated by a little hypo-nitric acid 
and sulphide of carbon before adding chlorine. 


“Tue CONDUCTION OF HEAT in Bars and the Condneting 
Power of Wrought iron” is the subject of an elaborate paper, by Principal! 
J.D. Forbes, of St. Andrew’s, in the new part of the Transactions of the Royal 
Society of Edinburgh. n the early part he refers to his conclusion “ that the 
arrangement of the conductors of heat does not differ more from that of con- 
ductors of electricity than eithe? arrangement does alone under the hands of 
different observers.” At the close he says, in reference to the experiment« 
deseribed, *“‘ the diminishing conducting power of iron with increased tem- 
perature harmonises with similar facts in electricity, thus aiding a free: 
analogy to the conclusion given above. According to the recent experiment 
of Arndtsen, the resistance to the transmission of electricity through iron i 
increased nearly one half by a rise of temperature of 100 deg. contigrade.” 


GLACIAL SURFACE-MARKINGS (OR IcE-GROOV@S) on the sand- 
stone near Liverpool are described by Mr. G. H. Morton in the Journal of th 
Geological Society. ‘They occur near Toxteth Park, and in Boundary-lane, 4 
the New-road, Kirkdale.

EXISTENCE OF ACARI IN Mica.—Sir David Brewster, in the 
Transactions of the Royal Society of Edinburgh, states that, when searching for 
crystals of titanium between films of mica, he was surprised to observe som 
thing resembling the remains of insects. Upon submitting the specimen 
which contained them to a more careful examination he found, in diff-ren. 
parts of it, five completely-formed acari, all of which were much smaller than 
those found in cheese, brown sugar, and damp bran, specimens of which he 
obtained for the purpose of comparison. The plate of mica was exhibited b) 
Sir David at a meeting of the society, and a plate is given in the Traas wtion: 
copied from drawings made by the Hon. Mrs. Ward. The films of mica 
between which the acari lie were in optical contact—that is, no light wa 
reflected from their contiguous surfaces; bat this does not prove that th 
surfaces had never been separated. That these acari were introluced frem 
without cannot be a matter of doubt ; but in what manner, and in what sta~ 
of their existence, Sir David says that he does not presume to conjecture. 


To DISTINGUISH WOOLLEN AND SILKEN Tissugs, M. Perso». 
oses the following process :—Chloride of zinc in water saturated to 60 dex. 
with oxyde of zinc dissolves refined silk quite a= well as the solation of th 
oxide of ammoniacal eopper dissolves the pure cellulose of cotton, flax, hemp. 
&e, The dissolution of silk may be effected cold, but takes place more rapidiy 
when hot ; but it is not necessary to raise the temperature to the boiling poin:. 
By this means we may try mixtures of silk and wool, and even silk, woo!, 
cotton, &c. We act first with the chloride of zinc, which dissolves the silk and 
leaves intact the wool and vegetable fibres. We treat these with a watery 
selntion of caustic soda or potash (strength between five and ten per cent), 
which dissolves the wool and leaves only the cellulose. This last, when 
washed, rep! the vegetable fibres of the tissue. These may be tested by 
dissolution in the oxide of ammoniacal copper. 

MicroscoprcaL VERTEBRATE JAW,—In our Number for 
Oct. 25 last, p. 451, we noticed Dr. G. Wallich’s discovery of a vertebrate jaw, 
abont the hundredth part of an inch in length, in the sea mud at St. Helena. 
This naturally excited the astonishment of experienced naturalists ; ani we 
now learn, by a letter from Dr. Wallich, in the last number of the Annals o/ 
Natural History, that Mr. G. Busk has that the supposd jaw 
might be a pedicelleria, or footlike 5 or claw of a member of the genus 
Echinus, and that Dr. Wallich is much inclined to coincide in Mr. 
Bnsk's opinion. In the same number is a letter on the same subject by Mr. 
C. L. Bate, who gives drawings, comparing the supposed jaw with the legs o! 
specimens of the genus Phrosina, which is very abundant in the tropical and 
sub-tropical Atlantic Ocean. All naturalists must agree in Dr. Wallich’« 
remark, that the “ occurrence of pseudo-morphs in the organic world should 
put us on our guard against hasty generalisation founded on sembiances of 
figure alone.” 


THE GORILLA recently reported to have arrived at Liverpoo! 
has, as our readers are no doubt aware, turned out to be a chimpanzee. Ip 
the Annals of Netural History Mr. T. J. Moore describes the new arrival a: a 
robust, lively, ahd amusing creature, which imitates its keeper in various 
ways. He also says, that “ how any one who has seen either a chimpanzes or 
a gorilla could mistake it for the latter defies sion.” Mr. Moore 
states that a young gorilla was imported into Liverpool alive in tho winter of 
1855-6, and was purchased by Mrs. Wombwell. It was active in its habits. 
was not savage or ferocious, and lived with its mistress in her own special 
travelling-carriage. On its death in March, 1856, it was forwarded to Mr. 
Waterton, in whoee museum, at Walton Hall, the ekin may still be 
seen. The skeleton is in the museum of the Philosophical Society at Leeds. 


Tue Hrerscvs Moscuevtos, a North American perennial 
plant of the order Malvacem, has received the name of American jute, from 
the nature of its fibre, althongh it belongs to a different order. Specimens of 
this fibre in varions stages of manufacture have been recently laid before the 
Franklin Institute, Philadelphia. This plant is indigenous to the Northern 
States, growing in abundance in the = lands of Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, A patent has been taken out by Mr. W. J. Cantelo for ite applica- 
tiem fe the manafacture of paper, ropes, and various fabrics hitherto made of 
cotton. Mr. Howson, who submitted the specimens to the Institute, stated 
that ers had estimated the fibre to be worth 100 dollars a ton as a 
subetityte for rags, and declare rope made from it to be equal to 
that made from hemp and superior to that made from Manilla jute. He 
enumerated, among other advantages, that the plants required no care after 
the first year’s planting, that the ground they grow on is worthless for al} 
agricuitural pursuits, that the machinery required to work it is of the simplert 
character, &e.

eashbar, upwards of one acre of glass, and two acres of slating, 
whilst the space afforded by the galleries is considerably above an 
acre. The towers referred to are constructed with a view to assist 
ventilation. The iren pillars which support the central portions of 
the fabric form draining-tubes from the roof to the basement and the 
draining oppliences beneath. A reservoir, capable of containing 
5000 gallons of water, has been erected, with which hydrants are 
connected in various parts of the buildi ng, so that, in case of fire or 
any other requirement, they can be immediately made available. 
Capacious refreshraent-rooms are provided in various parts of the 
building, where refroshments are to be su — at a fixed tariff; and, 
amongst other accommodations, there will be a letter-box, telegraph 
office, lavatorics, and a room for depositing parcels, coats, and other 
articles, 

We did rot observe any means of surface drainage, which would 
secm to be necessary. The whole area of the hall is floored with con- 
crete. The hall is lighted with nearly 4000 jots of gas. There are 
suspended from the roof on each side seven large star chandeliers, 
each with forty-eight burners. In the galleries there are twenty-two 
star chandeliers with twenty-four burners, and the same under the 
galleries. In addition to this sixty small stars with twenty-four 
burners, light the sheep-pens and assist in lighting the galleries. The 
bullock-rails have to each alternate standard a branch with six lights.

The cpening of the new Boulevard du Prince Eugtne (to 
prevent mistakes, it should be mentioned that this is not the 
Eugdxe who was Marlborough’s colleague on certain occasions) 
took place on Sunday, and none of the disasters which had 
been so confidently predicted by the police took place, The 
Empress is stated to have looked very lovely in Legitimate 
white and Imperial violet ; and though her Ultramontane super- 
stitions have rendered the Majesty very unpopular in Paris, 
so much so that a deputation has waited on Count de Morny 
to beg him to suggest to Hercules that Omphale’s distaff docs 
not become his hand, the populace had the good taste to forget 
the devotee and to cheer the beautiful Queen, The Emperor's 
speech was in good taste also, and he paid acceptable homage 
to sentimentality in declaring that he should call one of the 
new openings by the name of Lenoir, who was a plebcian bene- 
factor to France, instead of dedicating the Boulevard in 
question to the memory of Queen Hortense. Terrible tempests 
at Marseilles are not uncommon, but the rage of the last mistral 
acems to have been extraordinary. 

A Ministry has been formed at Turin. Its head is Signor 
Farini, an able and patriotic man, who long served Italy with 
his pen, and may therefore be assumed to be a statesman of 
calm and judicial mind, Signor Pasolini is the Foreign 
Seeretary. We have already expressed our belicf that almost 
any group of honest and trustworthy men who “know how to 
wait” could advantageously administer Italian affairs just 
now, and, if the Italians can be brought to think so, all will 
be well. We should be glad to disbelieve the affirmation that 
agents of Garibaldi are preparing for action in the direction of 
Greece. The Eurcpean police of Sovereigns, and the sense of 
the Greek people, are opposed to any such operations, 

Until official notification is made upon the subject of the 
marriage of the Prince of Wales, it may be well to believe 
that so interesting a ceremony will not be performed in what 
is really a private chapel in a country town. We are told that 
the statements that have recently appeared on the subject are 
made without authority. Considering, not so much that the 
capital has been in a species of gloom for the last year, but 
rather insisting upon the warm and oyal interest which 
London takes in the happiness of the Prince of Wales, we may 
be allowed to hope that if “magnificence” is to be the 
characteristic of the ceremonial, it will take place in the 
metropolis. Why not at Westminster Abbey, so that 
thousands may behold the rites, and hundreds of thousands 
the procession ? 

Among lesser incidents may be noted the elections for 
Southampton and Totnes. At the former place the Lord 
Mayor of London was triumphant ; at the latter Mr. Pender, 
the Liberal candidate, was allowed to walk over the course. The

THE DISTRESS IN THE NORTH. 
TUE usval weekly meeting of the Central Executive Commitice was beld on 
Monday at Manchester (Lord Derby in the chair), when the hon. secretary 
reported thet the balance in the bank was £209,723, including £80,049 rece'ved 
iast week. The Liverpool committee promise £55,000. The Government 
Commissioner, Mr. Farnall, in his weekly report, showed that in the weck 
ending the 29th ult., on twenty-seven unions in the cotton-mannufacturing 
districts there was an inerease in the number of persons receiving parochial 
relief of 5564 pereons, There were on the 29th ult. 268,969 persons receiving 
parochial relief in those unions; in the corresponding weck of last year 
56,442 persons were #0 relieved; there is, therefore, an increase of 5 
per cent. ‘he increase of expense was 570°2 per cent. The average 
percentage of pauperism on the population of these unions on the 29th 
ult. was 136; in the corresponding weck of last year it was 28 The 
average amount of outdoor relief per head per week, both in kind and 
in money, in these unions on the 29th ult. was Is. 5d; the lowest was 
Is, 1d., and the highest 1s, 114d. at Stockport. Mr. Farnall laid before the 
meeting a statement comparing the amount in the pound on the net rateable 
value (after deducting 24 per cent) of twelve of the most distressed unions, 
which would be required to moet the cost of outdoor relief and in maintenance 
for a year, based on their present weekly expenditure, with the amount in the 
pound on the net rateable value of the same unions (without deducting 25 per 
cent) required for the same purposes and time, and based on the expenditure 
of the corresponding week in 1861, The amornt in the pqund now required in — 
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Mr. Farnall's weekly statement shows a total of 457,574 poor people who are 
avsisted either from the rates or the various relief funds. The Central Rolicf 
Comn.ittee made grants amounting to £26,717. re committee have isened 
a cirevlar urgir the importance of instituting a weekly or monthly sub- 
scription for the relief of distress in the cotton districts, : :

A letter from Trebizond reports the occurrence there of a 
great fire on the 19th ult., resulting in the destruction of forty-five houses. 

Baron de Rothsebild has just placed his usual annual gift of 
3,000 kilogrammes of bread at the disposal of the Administration of Public 
Assistance for the benefit of the poor of Paris. 

The Working Compositors’ Association of Brussels has just 
made an appeal to the public to assist them, by contributions of money or 
books, in forming a library for the use of the members of the society. 

A medal has been struck in commemoration of the inauguration 
of the Boulevard du Prince Kagtne. It bears on one side the likeness of the 
Prince, and on the other the date of the opening of the boulevard.

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


The annual Dramatic College Ball was given on Wednesday 
night at &t. James's Hall. ‘The room was well decorated, and visitors poured 
in rapidly until past midnight. 

The Army and Navy Gazette states that the Duke of 
Cambridge haa referred back to the court of inquiry upon the Burnaby

A fire broke out from the overheating of a flue in the engine- 
room of the timber-yard end premises of Mr. W. Pritchard, Portpool-lane, 
Gray’s-inn-lane, on Tuesday evening. The whole plant, stock, and tools of 
twenty-six carpenters, in value from £12,000 to £15,000, were destroyei. 


The Underground Railway from Farringdon-street to 
Paddington is now ready in every branch. The usual ten days’ not'co was 
given last Friday to the Board of Trade to inspect the mechanism of the 
signals, and when these have been examined the line will be opened. 


There has been a show of pony, pigeons, and rabbits at the 
Crystal Palace, Sydenham, this week. It was by far the largest and best exhi- 
bition of the kind that has been held there. All the old classes were well 
represented, and in addition to this there were some new French birds, which 
presented many features of interest to the poultry-fancier. 


The Morning Herald publishesa letter from Captain Blakely, 
stating that, although three different foreign nations have adopted his 
500-pounder gun for the armament of their ships, he has not succeeded in his 
repeated endeavours since 1860 to get one tried by the English Government, 
notwithstanding his offer to pay expenses entirely if not successful. 


The second annual presentation of prizes to the successful 
members of the 29th North Middlesex Rifle Volunteers took place last Saturday 
evening at the vestry hall, Old St. Pancras-road, in the presence of a large 
asecmbloge of the friends and supporters of the regiment. There was a good 
muster of the corps, about 400 being present. Some of the prizes were of the 
most beautiful description. 

A dinner was given on Tuesday evening, in St. James's Hall, 
for the purpose of presenting Lord Ranelagh, the Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
South Middlesex Volunteers, with a testimonial. There were more than 590 
guests, most of whom were members of the corps. The testimonial, in silver, 
represents an equestrian statuette of Lord Ranelagh, in his uniform as Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the South Middlesex Volunteers, and attended by three of 
his corps. 

At the last meeting of the Council of the Art-Union of 
London (Professor Westmacott, R.A., in the chair) it was resolved, on the 
motion of Mr. Godwin, F.R.S., that a premium of £600 should be offered, 
under conditions that will be advertised, for a statue or group in marble. 
The competition by plaster models will be open to artiste of all nations. Mr. 
Antrobus, Mr. Lewis Pqoock, Mr. Hayward, Mr. W. Herbert, Mr. Butterworth, 
Dr. Dickson, and others, took part in the proceedings. 

The Mctropolitan Board of Works held a meeting yesterday 
week, at which the report of a committee was brought up estimating the 
expenditure of the Board for next year at £132.820, In this was included an 
item of £10,000 for local street iaprovements ; but an amendment was made 
to raise that sum to £50,000, A smart debate ensued on the question; but in 
the end the original proposition was carried by a large majority. A report 
was read detailing the progress made in the various sewage works. 


The quarterly report of the sanitary condition of the city of 
London made by Dr. Letheby has been presented to the Commissioners of 
Sewers. From it we learn that on the whole the death-rate of the City has 
been less than the average death-rate of towns, la the eastern division, 
bowever, the average has been slightly excceded, The infant mortality has 
net been excecasive, except in the eastern division. There it has amounted te 
45 per cent of the whole of the deaths, The prevailing discase was a low 
typhoid fever. 

A Court of Common Council was held on Monday. The 
principal business of the Court was the consideration of a feport that was 
preacnted a weck or two ago recommending that the salary of the Cit 
solicitorship should be fixed at £1250, Several members protested agair 
this amount as insufficient to induce any solictor of eminence in his profession 
to offer himself; but the Conrt by a large majority adopted the recom- 
mendation. It was then agreed that the election of the City Solicitor should 
take place on the 18th inst. 

A public meeting to sympathise with the cause of the Greeks 
was held at the London Tavern on Wednesday. Mr. Crawford, one of the 
members for the City, was in the chair; and Mr. Baillie Cochrane, M.P., ia 
an cloqnent speech, expressed the sympathy which every Englishman must 
feel in the Greek struggle for independence and Constitutional Government, 
and urged the Greeks themselves, by all the hopes of the magnificent future 
which lay before their country, not to attempt to outrun events, but to devote 
themsclves for the present to the work internal development and good 
government, and thns lead other portions of their raceto gravitate towards 
them, The resolutions were unanimously carried. 


Last weck the births and deaths of 914 boys and 915 girla 
(in all 1829 children) were registered in London. In the ten corresponding 
weeks of the years 1852-61 the average number (corrected) was 1810.--——The 
mortality of London was still high last week, but it showed a decrease on the 
excessively high mortality of the previous week, The deaths in the last week 
of November were 1745; in the week that ended last Saturday they were 
1619. Theaverage number of deaths in the first week of December in the tem 
years 1852-61 is, with a correction for increase of population, 1393, Ul jeaths 
of nine nonagenerians were recorded in the week ; the two persons of greatest 
age were respectively nincty-five and ninety-six years. Two infants wore 
suffocated in bed “ from want of fresh air.” 

One of the most famous relics of ancient Greek art bas just 
arrived at the British Mnecnm, and is being put together undcr tl ISf 
Mr. C. T. Newton, of Christ Church, Oxford, keeper of the antiquitics, well 
known for his able work on his evacuations at Halicarnassus, About a mile 











“from Cherronca (Kapourna, or Kaprena), in Boootia, on the right-hand side of 


the Orchomenos roed, is the scpulchre of the Becotians who fellin the battle of 
Cherenea fighting against Vhilip of Macedon, B.c. 558. Pausanias speaks of 
the tomb in his quaint but touching language, a2 “* having no inscription, but 
2 fyureof a lion placed on it, as an emblem of the spirit of these men.” “ There 
is no inscription.” he adds, * because the wods willed that their fortune should 
be uneqval to their valour.” In the time of Dodwell, Leakes, and other 
trevellers. the Iion had disappeared. About twenty years ago, accocling te 
Colonel Mare, the splendid marble figure was discovered strewed in dctachad 
masees about the sides and the interior of the excavation. Ii waa said that the 
celebrated patriot chief Odysseus, when occupying the town, observed a piece 
of marble outside the evmmit of the mound, sounded it with a stick, and, 
finding it hollow, broke it up, Greeklike,in the idea that treasure was oon- 
cealed in it. Other people think that the discovery is duc to the pstriarch of 

hilologists, the Anstrian Consul Gropius. With the exception of the Mara- 
thonian tumrlns, this famons lion of Cheeronea is the only relic of the best 
days of Greek art. When put together this gigantic figure will no doubt attract 
much interest, 

Law AND Pouicr.—An important lunacy case, Hall v. 
Semple, was brought toa close in the Court of Queen's Bench on Tuesday, 
after a trial which extended over four days. The plaintiff, a tradesman, had 
lived unhappily with his wife, who appears to have come to the conclusion that 
her husband was insane and ought to be placed under restvaint. She con- 
enlted the defendant, who is a physician, and another medica! man named 
Guy, and, relying upon her statements as to the violent conduct and

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MEMPERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT.

Ir any one wishes to sce in perfection the system of glorification of 
members of Parliament we should counsel them to take a peep at the 
annual mecting of the Maldon Independent Liberal Club. Although 
we have l.ad the pleasure of witnessing this most gracious gathering 
around the single Liberal member of which Essex can boast, we have 
not becn able exactly to discover whether the club was the osuse of 
the single member or the single member the cause of the club. At 
any rate, it is the boast of this member that he broke the Con- 
servative phalanx in the county in which the borough he represents 
stands; and by eo much is he honoured, petted, and trotted out when 
the Liberal party concentrate themselves in their annual meeting. 
It is Mr. Thomas Sutton Wostern who has distinguished himse 

into being the rallying-point of those of his political creed. To them 
he is as the gtandard planted on a hill—Maldon, though in Essex, 
stands cn a very respectablo eminenco—towards which they may 
gtavitate ; and in his person he is the excuse for the pronouncing of 
at least an annual defiance to the aforesaid phalanx, and the uttering 
of most vigorous determinations to make further inroads upon it. 
In his way, therefore, Mr. Western is a man of useful mark. 
As to Parlisment, the most consistent frequenters of that place, where 
local celebrities often submerge into obscurity, would probably be 
unable to point this gentleman out. His is not one of the familiar 
faces; but those who have heard him speak on his own special 
ground of vantage are aware that there, at any rate, he 
cen make a very good speech, which is always received in 
the manner it deserves, and not the less well because it 
is spoken by a gentleman who is not without that stake in 
the county which broad acres create. The representation of this 
borough is well cared for, since it returns two members. The other

has this autumn delivered himself in the style which he affects, 
which secms peculiar to the nascent statesmen of Essex—a style 
which mey be characterised as a kind of gaseous commonplace—the 
date of hs public talk with his constituents is too remote to allow 
with propriety of its being discussed here. It must suffice to say 
that any one, seeing him walk up the House and _. how he 
was called, and receiving for answer that his cognomen was Peacocke, 
would probably involuntarily exclaim, “ Well, there is something in 
a name, after all.”’ 

But this Maldon gathering is comprehensive in bringing within its 
range members who are not Essex members. For an hereditary reason 
Mr, Charles Buxton, who is member for Maidstone in Kent, and 
whose country residence is in Surrey, is always present to support, or 
to be supported by, the young son of his brother, heir to an honoured 
neme, and especially honoured in this county, who is an invariable 
attendent at Maldon. Many a year ago we remember Mr. C. Buxton, 
then very young, making a creditable geen at a public 
meetirg when, during a general election, there was a contest in 
the Tower Hamlets, within the limits of which metropolitan borough 
stands that type of the potentiality of wealth which causes tho 
name of Buxton, in conjunction with two others, to be inscribed 
over the portals of thousands of houses where the most liberal 
hospitality is dispensed on the principle of commercial reciprocity. 
In that youthful effort we thought we traced the first step in a 
training for public life, and therefore we were not surprised when, 
some ten years afterwards, he entered the House as member for 
Newport, in the Isle of Wight, and early in his Parliamentary career 
commenced a series of judicious and well-ti speeches, which he 
has continued down to the present time. Mr. Charles Buxton is no 
sudden and impulsive orator, who rushes into any gap in debate that 
he can find and flounders about in a sea of miscellaneous sentences 
sufficient to make up such an address as will be listened to. On the 
contrary, we have special reasons for knowing that his speeches are 
carefully prepared; but, unlike most prepared speeches, they do 
not consist of inflated language and more or less rounded periods, 
and little more; they are well-composed dissertations on subjects 
which have been thought over and an opinion formed upon them, 
couched in neat but simple English; and as they are gene spoken 
at a judiciously-chosen moment, are never too long, and are delivered 
without pretension of manner, but with the necessary decision of a 
man who knows what he is saying, they are, to our a 
Parliamentary successes. At least, we re that they are suc- 
cessful, in the sense that they are appreciated by the leadors of that 
side in the debate which he may happen to espouse—for, though a 
Liberal, Mr. Buxton is, in many respects, quite independent as a 
member—ard so far they must be a success in Parliament. When he 
appears at Maldon, although not exactly the lion of the hour, gene- 

y sreaking, his address is the spesch of the occasion. ere 
he ventures rather beyond the sphere which he seems to have 
prescribed for himself in Parliament; for he lays down broader 
propositions, and gets at least to the verge of that happy audacity 
within which eo many of our youthful members now plunge, and think 
that they have at once received the baptism of eminent statesman- 
ship. It is, we believe, understood that Mr. Buxton’s share in the 
business traneactions of the ‘potentiality’? is such as to render him 
indifferent to office, or else we should be much inclined to back him 
for an early under-secretaryship—say the colonies, for which post 
he bas some special qualifications. 

There was a time when Mr. William Williams, member for Lam- 
beth, recmed very likely to catch the mantle of the late Mr. Hume. 
For many a long year ho sat, if not exactly at the feet, certainly 
at the back, of that administrative reforming Gamaliel; and it was 
quite a matter of course that on every occasion when the then 
member for Mentrose was slashing at, if he did not cut down, extra- 
vagant estimates, Mr. Williams should rise immediately to say ditto 
to Mr. Hume. Truly the latter gontleman’s figures, in the strict senso 
of the term, as well as his figures of speech, were puzzling in the 
extreme; but when they were explained and commented upon by Mr. 
Williams, Luman reason and common sense were cast distracted from 
their pride of place, and confusion worse confounded reigned supreme. 
Now that the member for Lambeth is alone imthe oxercise of that 
Parliamentary function, to which he devotes himself, and also that he 
is neither so young nor so strong as he was, the impression which he 
makes is of a different kind. There is a good-na endurance of 
he says, which ents any reference to his dissertations beyond a 
humorous but kindly allusion; and, in truth, there is a tone of 
melancholy in the manner in which Mr. WilKams makes his appeals 
to spare the pockets of the taxpayers which would prevent any 
vigorous dealing with him on the part of the most determined official 
dispenser of the public money. Again, the honourable gentleman 
eeems to have lost heart to head the stream of lavish expenditure, 
and he can only sit on the margin of that broad and rapid river and 
utter plaintive protests as it rushes madly to the £ gulf into 
which it is discharged. For every reason, then, ‘Mr. Williams's 
vocation is practically gone, and he knows it. He means well, has 
always meant well, and has taken thousands, we were going to say 
millions, of divisions, on the question of reducing estimates ; but we do 
not believe that in any single instance he has been successful. In 
fact, in the last twenty years there have occurred but two positive 
ejection of votes from the estimates when they have been under dis- 
cureion in the House—one of these cases was in the last Session—and 
the aggregate saving to the country therefrom was exactly £5300. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Gladstone has adopted more than one of Mr. 
Williams’s euggestions, and, not the least important one, that of 
having the charge for the collection of the revenue stated in so many 
figures in the estimates of every year. All things considered, it doos 
not need the very latest instance of doubtful choice on the part of the 
electors of Lambeth to enable one to say that they might go much 
further and fare much worse than in having Mr. Williams for their 
representative, 

It is not our custom to refer to anything in the shape of a 
Parliamentary obituary in this column; but the recent decease of 
Mr. Deedes, one of the members for East Kent, induces a word or 
two. It is not a little singular that, a short time since, a report was 
spread abroad to the effect that circumstances, which were alluded 
to {with little delicacy or reserve, would cause this gentleman to 
retire from the representation of the county on the first available 
opportunity. To this rumour Mr. Deedes took occasion to give a 
public and emphatic denial at a large meeting of his constituents. 
Yo one contemplated then how soon his seat would ‘orce be 
vacant. .He was in many respects a useful member, and, in a certain 
fenee an active one; and certainly he had acquired a prominensy in the 








Houre which will cause him to be missed. When Mr. Walpole, in 
1£58, for the second time the office of Secretary for the Home 
Iepartment, he resigned a paid ocommissionership in the Ecclesiastical 
Commission, and Mr. Deedes was chosen in his room. It was 
whispered then that this was a friendly arrangement, and that 
if Mr. Walpole should again be relegated to the cold shade of Op 
sition, he would return to the nest which had been go kindly 
kept warm for him. However, if there was any such arrangement it 
has never been carried out, and woe have heard talk of a proximate 
candidature of Mr. Walpole for the place of Chairman of Committees 
of the House in the event of that office becoming vacant, and even of his 
nomination being made the test of a trial of party strength in the 
ensuing Session. Any such contest, if it was ever contemplated, is now 
rendered doub! yee because, in the first place, there wili be 
no vacancy in the Chairmanship of Committees, and, in the second, it 
is on the cards that Mr. Walpole will return to the soft oushion of the 
Ecclesiastical Commission, for the occupation of which he is peculiarly 
if not eminently qualified. 





Music, at the present as at all times, is doing her part as a 
owerful agent in the cause of beneficence. Among the numboer- 
ess contributions to the fund for the relief of the sufferin 
people in Lancashire, no small amount is raised by means o 
musical performances. On Friday evening last a grand concert, with 
this benevolent object, was given at the Hanover-square Rooms, 
under the most distinguished patronage, including that of his Royal 
— the Duke of Cambridge, thé®Premier, Lady Palmerston, 
Lady Westbury, and many other members of the aristocracy. Many 
members of the leading firms in the City, connested by commerce 
with Manchester and the distressed distriots—among whom wero 
Mesers. Greatorex, Leaf, Howse, Cook, &c.—gave it their hearty 
support, the executive committee of ladies were indefatigable in their 
efiorts, and the result was a receipt of nearly four Sanieed pounds ; 
and as the rooms were given free of expense by the proprietor, 
Mr. Cocks, and as the eminent performers, whose talent contributed 
so greatly to the success of the entertainment, gave their gratuitous 
services, the above considerable sum was handed over to the 
charitable fund, with very trifling deductions. The performers 
were Mdme.

Its principal features were a 
quartet of Schubert, a pianoforte sonata of Weber, admirably 
executed Hallé ; Reethoven’s famous ‘‘ Kroutzer Sonata,’’ finely 
played by Hallé and Joachim; and one of those violin solos of old 
Sebastian Bach in which Joachim displays his wonderful powers of 
execution. We are glad to learn that this great artist will return to 
London in the course of the season, and also that we are to have a 
visit from Camillo Sivori. 

The “Saturday Winter Concerts” at the Crystat PALACE 
continue to be carried on with undiminished success; and it is 
remarkable that, notwithstanding the distance of Sydenham from 
town, their success is very little affected by the state of the weather 
in our variable climate. This day week was apparently an unpro- 
pitious day, and yet there was a very large audience, and the 
concert (which was excellent) went off with great spirit and 
éclat.

The Tynemouth Chamber of Commerce has refused its assent 
to the proposal to abolish commercial blockades.

The Louth Artillery and Rifle Corps made a night march, one 








evening last weck, toa ficld fronting the house of Mr. F. Allison. A camp was 
formed, sentries were thrown ont, and a bivouse was organised. Tho night 
was fine but damp, and a plentiful supply of warm ale and bread and cheese, 
given by Mr. Allison, proved highly acceptable. 

Fata Couuirry Exrrioston.—On Monday morning a 


terrible explosion took place at the St. Edmund's Main Colliery, Barnsley, 
which is about 180 yards deep. It appears to have originafed in a “ blower’ 
of gas being ignited in the blasting of the coal. The explosion set fire to the 
coal and destroyed an air-passage. The first intimation of the accident gives 
to those stationed at the month of the shaft was the ejection of a columa of 
coal and rubbish from the cupola of the shaft. Assistance was promptly 
obtained, and as the news reached the other collieries in the neighbourhood 
the men at once ceased working and rushed to the scene of the catastrophe. 
Plenty volunteered to descend and rescue, if possible, the men below, In this 
they were so far successful that in a short time some forty or fifty were brought 
to the pit’s mouth, about twenty of whom were burnt severely. Oneman, Davy, 
died on reaching his home; another poor fellow, nearly sixty years of age, 
named Pickery, waa dreadfully burnt, and in bis agony called out for help, 
praying fervently that God would give bim strength to again sco his poor family. 
More than fifty men and boys have been cut off by the suffocating vapour fol- 
lowing three several explosions. Previous to the third explosion, several par- 
ties descended to render assistance, and one of the most melancholy incidents 
related is that one party of five noble men who had volunteered—named (joorge 
Langhton, the bottom steward; Henry Laughton, his eldest son; Charles 
Frobisher, John Parkin, and Benjamin Hoyland-—became involved in the fate 
of those whom they were endeavouring to rescue. They had been for some 
time in the mine, and a number of the injured men—some of them in such s 
condition that death would have been welcomed as a release from intol 
agony—had been sent to the pit’s bank, when suddenly a third explosion took 
place and sealed the fate of all who were then in the mino, A revised list of 
the suffercrs gives a total of sixty dead or missing. 


LAW INTELLIGENCE.—At the conclusion of the County 
Aseizes for Nottingham the grand jury, through their foreman, the Speaker of 
the House of Commons, made a presentment to Mr. Baton Bramwell on the 
uneatisfactory condition of the law at present respecting secondary punish- 
ments, especially with regard to tickets of leave. The learned Jadge, in reply, 
admitted the importance of the question. Mr. Wilson Overend, the Chair: 
man of the Shefileld Quarter Sessions, stated from the Bench that during his 
long experience of the criminal class generally he had never known a reformed 
convict, The experience of the magistrates’ clerk and the chief-constavie of 
the borough, he remarked, had been equally discouraging, and he felt that we 
must return to the old system of transportation._—The Grand Jury for the 
county of Lincoln have joined in the very general protest against the tickot- 
of-leave system, and the management of our convict establishments, ‘ which 
permits convicted criminals and felons a better dietary and more advantages 
than are afforded to the aged and unfortunate poor in some of the unions and 
workhouses.” : . 

A clergyman of the Church of England, named Cartwright, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of forgery at the Nottingham Assizes on Saturday, and was sen- 
tenced to three years’ penal servitude. He had forged the signature of Mr. 
Peter Drummond, ef Stirling, upon a bill of exchange. 

At the Stafford Assizes on Thursday week John Martin, a notorious burg'ar, 
was convicted. He had been six times previously convicted, and was sen- 
tenced, in 1859, to four years’ penal servitude. His Lordship sontenced him 
to twenty years’ penal servitude. The prisoner, addressing his Lordship, 
said : “ 1 hope you will sit there until I come back again, and I'll bring you & 
tle then left the dock laughing.

The Club dinner was fairly attended, and the ex, present, elect, 
and reserve presidents, Lords Berners, Feversham, Walsingham, and 
Tredegar, sat all in a row at the head table. The Prince of Wales, 
who visited the Agricultural Hall on Saturday, in company with 
Prince Arthur, Prince Leopold, and Prince Louis of Hesse, is about 
to become a member of the club. 

The Royal Agricultural Society intend to give nearly £400 more 
for steck at Worcester than they did at Leeds; and, in fact, they are 
almost compelled to do so, to meet the increased classification. Tho 
two-year-old bull classes are to be retained ; but all third prizes are 
to be abolished, except ten beasts or ten pens are shown, and in that 
ease the third prize is merely to assume the form of a silver medal, 
The sheep classes will now form seven: three for longwools—Leicester, 
Cotswold, and Lincoln, and other longwools; and three for shortwools— 
Southdowns, ‘* Shrops,’’ and Hampshire, and other Downs; while the 
Oxford Downs will form the happ Mink. The amount of prizes in each 
of these clagses will be £85, and the owners of the first-prize tups will 
get £20 each. After all the disoussion, the veterinary inspactions 
remain as they were, but again by only one vote. Upwards of £509 
will be given for the barnwork machinery, which is to be divided into 
several classes, and £50 and a medal is allotted to the best steam 
cultivation. The half-yearly meeting of the society went off very 
quietly, and the report showed an inoreaso of 354 members during the 
seven months, making a total of 5177. 

** Stock vy. Corn’? was the subject of an able lecture from Mr. 
Robert Smith, at the Farmers’ Club, on Monday. He was honoured 
with an overflowing attendance of the members, which now numbor 
about six hundred, and will, we trust, have ere long a home suited to 
the rapidly-gsowing importance of the great tenant-farmor and agent 
interest, of which this club is the embodiment. Mr. Charles Howard's 
term of chairmanship came to an end on Tuesday, and hs is succeeded 
by Mr. J. Bradshaw, of The Knole, near Guildford. Mr. Howard's 
services to this club have been of no ordinary character. Uniting 
science with practice, he has distinguished himself both as an 
exhibitor in the highest company and as a judge without its walls ; and 
ho has given the fruits of his experience within them, in the shape of 
two first-class lectures on sheep and labour. The complimentary 
dinner on Tueeday was well attended, and Mr. G. P. Tuxford was 
intrusted with the teast of ‘‘ The Chairman,’’ whom he briefly traced 
from the High School at Bedford to his last Oxford Down victory at 
Islington. 

The pig disqualifications at Birmingham have boon met most 
promptly by the parties concerned ; but the committee, in accordance 
with their rules, do not allow of any appeal against the decision of 
their veterinary referee. Colonel Pennant, on hearing the charge 
from his bailiff, at once directed that the sa’ of his piss should be 
stopped, and that they should return to Penrhyn Castle, where they 
are to be reinspected by the highest authorities in London, Chester, 
and Liverpool. Both the Colonel's bailiff and his swincherd are 
ready to make a declaration on oath before a magistrate that the pigs 
are all of the same litter; and, in fact, nothing has been left undone 
on the Colonel's part to meet the charge and to test Professor 
Gamegee’s scientific opinion in the most decisive and satisfactory way. 

Mr, Fisher, en behalf of Mr. Wainman, whose pigs were dis- 
qualified as being above the proper age, has “ put himself on the 
country” through the agricultural papers. We cannot — being a 
little amused with the general belief he accords to the dentition- 
test until it touches his favourites, and then he throws it 
overboard. He rather reminds us of the mariner who considered 
that every man and thing going needed reform, “but touch tho 
good old-fashioned reflectors in that lighthouse of ours, and down 
goes the Britit-h Constitution."’ Wowever, this and tho reJections 
upon the Professor's discernment when he had to unravel the difference 
between the two Hereford cows of five and e’even, are mere by-piay 
and reprisale. The charge itself ix met with a most straightforward 
statement by Mr. Fisher that the pen in question, all sows, were 
farrowed after two o'clock on June 2, and that they were thorefore 
three days within the sis months’ limit when the Edinburgh Professor 
locked into their mouths. They were not very large, but very good 
and even, One of them has been brough' home, and, if she winters 
well and is not sold previously, she will faco Professor Simmonds 
at Worcester. A very fine pen of Mr. Crisp’s has boon disqualified 
by this gentleman during the past week at Islington, as well as that 
of another owner whose name we have not learnt, so that letters and 
investigations will be as plentiful as blackpuddings this Christmas- 
tide. 

Veterinary authorities declare that there is nothing more regular 
than the dentition of the pig; but, even supposing that Nature 
is not unerringly true to her rules, it is well that she should 
lead her students astray occasionally in the cases of pens whose 
owners are above suspicion, as it hardens public confidence by proving 
that the examination is strictly impartial, and also operates as a 
salutary warning to those who are careless, or worse, in the matter. 
When, for instance, we consider that no notice has beon takon of 
that significant sentence in the last stewards’ Report on tho stock at 
Battcrsea—‘* Seven pens of pigs were disqualified for exoeocding the age 
stated, and it isa singular circumstance that three of them belonged 
tothe same person,’’ we have no reason to wish that the inspection 
should be abolished. If a veterinary referoe is engaged the committee 
of the show are bound to support him thoroughly ; but there is rather 
a cwious Birmingham on dii to the effect that a third pen, belonging 
to an owner equally sans peur et sens reprod Ac as any we have men- 
tioned, was booked by Professor Gamgeo, but that the council would 
not indorse the condemnation, and adopted the doubtful middle 
couree of teking the number down and withdrawing it from oom- 
petition. In the case of sheep, all flockmasters will tell you that the 
dentition varies exceedingly, according to the food, and, we believe 
that even the veterinaries are at issue as to whether low or high feeding 
accelerates it in pigs. At all events, the limits are so narrow that, 
unless in a very decided case, whon the referee is speaking by weeks 
and not by days, it ceems only just that the prize should be awarded, 
subject to the winner furnishing the requisite proofs of correctness. 

‘vom Leicestershire, where the hunting has not besn remarkable, 
we learn that their renowned nimrod Tom Heyoock died late on 
Tuesday night.

The intention of the 
municipality of Paris in erecting the triumphal arch, which is in the 
style of that of Titus at Rome, was to pay a tribute of honour to the 
warlike exploits of the Emperor, and of the armies of the Crimea, of 
Italy, of China, of Cochin-China, and of Algeria, as expressed in the 
inscription on the western facade of the arch: ‘‘ A Napoleon III., aux 
armées victorieuses de Crimée, d’Italie, de Chine, de Cochin-Chine, 
de l’Algérie, 1852-1862.’’ It is ornamented with twelve coloured 
marble columns, supporting the bronze statues of as many soldiers, 
each soldier representing one of the corps-d’armée forming the garde 
d@’honneur de “ France,’’ whose personification, raised upon a 
quadrige, crowns the edifice. Figures of Fame occupy the four corners, 
and, with outspread wings and trumpet in hand, announce to the 
world the high exploits of the ‘‘ grande nation.’’ 

Of the circular colonnade (composed of three hemicycles opening 
out upon the three principle avenues leading to the Place de la 
Barri¢re du Tréne) it need only be said that it is of the Tuscan 
order, and intended to conceal the irregularity of the axes of two of 
the roads leading to the Place, the Avenue de Vincennes and the 
Faubourg St. Antoine. In the permanent execution of this ‘ project’’ 
the colonnade and the fountain will in all probability receive con- 
siderable modification; indeed, the fountain ie already undergone 
several alterations, the original colossal construction Roving een 
found to interfere from many points with the favourable view of the 
triumphal arch, which is in respects graceful, noble, and in every 
way a worthy tribute to those brave men with whom our own soldiers 
have in more than one campaign successfully co-operated. 

The architect who, under the patronage of the Prefect of the 
Seine, designed the monumental combination, is M. Victor Baltard, 
well known as the clever organiser of the brilliant fétes given at the 
Hotel de Ville, and still more advantageously as the architect of the 
Halles Centrales, perhaps the most practically-useful construction 
with which the prolific reign of Napoleon ILI. has endowed the French 
capital. 

Our Engraving represents the ensemble of the costly decoration 
at the Place de le Barriére du Trine at the moment of the Emperor's 
arrival. At two o'clock his Majesty entered the new way by the 
triumphal arch of the Boulev: du Temple, where one of the 

atest crowds that Paris has ever witnessed was assembled. His 

ajesty was on horseback, accompanied by Prince Napoleon and 
Prince Murat, and escorted by a perfect swarm of Marshals and 
Generals and a strong body of the Cente Garde. The Empress, 
accompanied by the Princess d’ Essling, followed in a closed carriage, 
and was received by the population with very marked feelings of 
8 thy. It was half-past two before the Emperor and Empress 
alig’ ted in front of the military tent pitched between the fountain 
and the arch, where their Majesties listened to two discourses from 
the municipal authorities, in reply to which the Emperor made a 
speech characterised by his Majesty’s usual ability in such matters ; 
and, after declaring the boulevard open, returned to the Tuileries by 
the some route, t this time followed by the carriages of the 
ambassadors, the ministers, the senators, the municipality, and by a 
dense crowd of pedestrian —, whom the threate: , and yet, 
on the whole, favourable weat , had not deterred from ying forth 
to assist at the inauguration. i 

The whole of the proceedings were gone through with the greatest 
order, much to the satisfaction of those persons who had been 
unnecessarily alarmed by the painful reports and terrible predictions 
of the memos Aa twenty days. The line of route was kept by the 
National Guard and a large force of the troops of the Line and of the 
Garde Impériale, whose presence imparted additional effect to the 
splendour of the Imperial cortége.

MR. GEORGE CRUIKSHANK’S GALLERY. 

Tue large oil-picture, ‘‘ The Worship of Bacchus,’ by Mr. George 
Cruikshank, which we reviewed a short time since, has been removed 
from Wellington-street to a gall attached to Exeter Hall, Strand, 
and with it is now exhibited a selection of several hundred etchings, 
sketches, &c., from the works of this well-known comic artist. The 
whole course and character of Mr. Cruik *s art may be here 
traced and studied. The various stages of its development extend 
over more than half a century, yet up to his last work (which is 
also by far his largest) there is constant advancement. During a great 
part of this long period Mr. Cruikshank was indisputably the chief 
purveyor of pictorial wit and caricature. We might, perhaps, safely 
say he has inistered to the mirth of millions. It might be ex- 
pected that a popularity so wide and long-continued would ensure a 
very large number of visitors to anything approaching a complete 
collection of this artist’s designs. The ephemeral nature of all cari- 
cature is, however, a serious Soabaak to the attractiveness of most of 
his early works, for a large proportion are simply caricatures. In this 
<a Mr, ikshank, although the prince of caricaturists, com 
rather disadvantageously with Mr. Leech. Mr. Leech sometimes forces 
the point of his allusion extravagantly, but there is little pictorial exag- 
geration. We all know and have met Mr. Leech’s characters; but 
the r ; Mr. Cruikshank represents, even when not impossibly 
fat or thin, distorted or grotesque, are nearly always strange and 
peculiar to himself; they have greater variety of character and 
expression, but not unfrequently less truth. As a draughtsman, the 
younger artist has more grace, firmness, age and terse felicity ; 

ut the elder, as a designer, is more inv e, discursive, and ela- 
borately fanciful, and his etchings show a mastery of light and shade, 
and sometimes an exquisite finish, that Mr. Leech never attempts. 
The one deals with the subtler traits of social manners from the gen- 
tleman’s point of view; the other with the broader characteristics of 
general life, which he through an exaggerating medium, 
Reopled, too, with spectral illusions. r. Cruikshank has a stron 

ash of German quaintness without its heaviness; Mr. Leech is 
eseentially English. The former is frequently witty, has a great 
relish for outrageous fun, and is nearly always grotesque, even in his 
moralising ; the latter is absolutely never serious, but invariably 
genial, and more or less humorous. It is very much to the 
credit E of both that, with all the temptations to the contrary 
in their peculiar walk of art, and unlike the Rowlandsons and 
Gillrays of the past generation, and the Gavarnis and Chams 
of the present day on the Continent, they have never once raised a 
laugh at the expense of virtue and decency. Mr. Cruikshank has 
also earned additional honour for having laboured long, zealously, 
and no doubt effectively, in the cause of temperance. A comparison 
of these two artists is, perhaps, inevitable, now that the collected 
works of both are exhibited, although in truth they have little in 
common ; but, whatever the estimate of the relative merits of each, we 
need not say that the Cruikshank Gallery is inexhaustibly amusing, 
and that the worthy artist deserves our respect as much by his talent 
as by his benevolent character and blameless life.

Granville Leveson Gower, youngest son of Granville Leveson, first Marquis of 
Stafford.

STR RICHARD BUTLER, BART. 
Sir Richard Pierce Butler, ninth Baronet, of Garryhundon, in the county ef 
Carlow, was the eldest son of Sir Thomas Butier, 
the eighth Baronet, by his wife, Frances, fourth 
daughter of John Graham Clarke, Esq., of Sutton, 
in the county of York. He was born on the 4th 
of March, 1813, and married, the 28th of May, 1835, 
Matilda, second daughter of Thomas Cookson, Esg.., 
of Hermitage, in the county of Durham, by whom 
he has had issue five sons and three daughters. He 
succeeded his father as ninth Baronet on the &th of 
November, 1861, and has thus held the baronctcy 
only little more than atwelvemonth. He died on 
the 22nd ult., and is succeeded by his cldest son, 
now Sir Thomas Pierce Butler, the tenth Baronet, 
who was born the 16th of December, 1836. This 
family of Butler is a branch of the eminent house 
of Ormonde, and springs from Sir Edward Butler, 
Knight, second son of James, ninth Earl of Ormonde.

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ADMIRAL SIR CHARLES SULLIVAN, BART. 

Sir Charles Sullivan, third Baronet, of Thames Ditton, in the county ef 

. Surrey, a Vice-Admiral R.N., was the second son 
of Sir Richard Joseph Sullivan, the first Baronet, 
by his wife, Mary, only surviving daughter of 
Thomas Lodge, Esq., of Leeds. He was born on 
the 28th of February, 1789, and entered the Royal 
Navy when very young, and, after an active and 
honourable career, became a Vice-Admiral of the 
Red in 1857. He succeeded as third Baronet on the 
14th of April, 1814, at the death of his unmarried 
elder brother, the gallant Sir Henry Sullivan, 
the second Baronet, Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
Coldstream Guards, who fell in a sortie from the 
garrison of Bayonne. Sir Charles Sullivan mar- 
ried, on the 2ist of November, 1818, Jean Anne, 
only danghter of Robert Taylor, Esq., of Ember. 
Court, Surrey, and has had issue two sons and 
three daughters, Sir Charles died at Hurst House, 
West Moulsey, on the 2ist ult. He is succeeded 
by his elder son, now Sir Charles Sullivan, the 
fourth Baronet, who was born on the 13th of January, 1820, This family of 
Sullivan claims an Irish Milesian descent, and deduces its line from Olio, 
King of Munster. The head of the house has been styled “The O'Sullivan 
More.” The first Baronet, who was so created in 1804, Sir Richard Joseph 
Sullivan, father of the Baronet just dead, was the third son of Sir Benjamin 
Sullivan, “ The O'Sullivan More,” Judge of the Supreme Court at Madras, by 
his wife, Eliza, danghter of Admiral Sir Digby Dent.
